ABSTRACT 

A transportable intravenous stand for carrying medical fluids, such as blood 
plasma or saline solutions, so as to allow the fluids to be gravity fed into a patient. This 
invention comprises a base, a collapsible support member, and a hanger member to 
allow for hanging fluid-dispensing containers. The base being collapsible and support 
member telescoping so as to provide for a compact, easily transportable stand for use 
in the field when providing medical treatment to a patient. 
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
